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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 16, 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gryl, 
Jr. et al 

Gryl, Jr et al discloses an interface module (30), first wire connector half (45) 
capable of coupling with a pressurized housing portion of enclosure which is not 
positively claimed, potting compound (44) 

Claim 21, 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hotchkiss. 

Hotchkiss discloses a first wire connector half (13), second wire connector half 
(14), a housing (10)(re claim 21), an electronic equipment (telephone) (re claim 22) 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05-17-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues (1 ) that Gryl does not teach or suggest the claim limitation 
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of the interface module being coupledable with a pressurized housing portion of the 
electronic equipment. 

With respect to (1), it has been addressed in previous paragraphs. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21, 22 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10-15, 19, 20 allowed.
